1. Sec. 55* Fiih of *ny species may be taken from the Lake of the Oiarks and from Lake Taneycomo from March 15 to December 31 
1942, and during such further experimental periods as may be determined by the Commission, except in such producing areas thereof 
as may be designated by action of the Commission 
N o minimum length limits shall be required for any species except that the mini­ 
mum length limit for large-mouthed black bass and small-mouthed black bass 
Micropterus from said lakes shall be ten 
10 inches, 
but a fisherman shall be required to keep all fish taken to be counted against his catch and possession limits 
Where the Commission 
finds in other vsatcrs conditions and characteristics similar to those in the Lake of the Oiarks and Lake Taneycomo which are subject to 
artificial fluctuations of water levels or where the population of fish is found to be in excess of its food supply, such waters may be 
rr.anaged by similar regulations governing fishing and so designated by action of the Commission.
